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Back in Classroom Pending Hearing

Steven L. Jenkins, Assistant 
Professor of Communications 
Studies, who was suspendéd on 
Jan. 5 pending an investigation 
of allegations made against him, 
is back in the classroom. 

Jenkins’ suspension was lifted a 
week early which allowed him to 
begin the semester on time 

When asked about the case 
pending against him, he said 
“Because of my position in the 
college and my desire to 
cooperate with procedures 
involved, | have no comment at 
this time.” 

Although the actual charges 
have not been released for the 
public record, Jenkins’ own 
comment was, “I find that most 
of the rumors I've heard about 
the case are pretty funny.” 

Yesterday, Jenkins and his 
lawyer, Stewart Weinberg of 
Levy and Van Borg, a San 
Francisco-based law firm, met 
with Dean Mullimx and the 
State Attorney to review the 
evidence of the case 


RALPH ABERNATHY 


No Future for the

Last Wednesday at UCD’s 
Freeborn Hall, Rev. Ralph David 
Abernathy, President of the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference and internationally 
acclaimed civil rights leader, 
spoke on “What future for Civil 
Rights in America?” 

Early .in his address he stressed 
the need for all people to “form 
a coalition that will take the 
Civil Rights movement back into 
the streets, where we will march 
boldly into the courts of the 
pharaoh and say to them 
unequivically, ‘Let my people 
go!" 

‘Unless you and I are willing to 
break this silence and no longer 
be a part of the so called silent 
majority in America, then I want 
to tell you now, there will be no 
future for you or your children 
in America.” 

Of the recent Vietnam peace he 
said, “Il want to thank you 
students. young Americans for 
bringing this war finally to a 
close. For it was you, through 
moritonum after montonum 
who aroused the conscience of 
American people, and the 
members of the Congress of the 
United States finally got the 
message, and finally Richard 
Milhouse Nixon got the message 
and he’s now bringing the 
American troops home 

Turning to hunger, he stated 


that ‘‘while millions of 


When questioned following the 

meeting, Weinberg opened the 
college faculty manual and read 
a section which, in essence, 
stated that anyone involved in 
the case cannot discuss any of 
the factors involved. 

A preliminary hearing !s 
scheduled tor Tuesday, Feb. 20 
at which time the full scope of 
the case is expected to be 
revealed. 

Jenkins in turn has filed suit 
against the University for 
defamation of character. This 
case, however, is temporarily 
postponed so specific details are 
uncertain at this time. 

The United Professors of Calif 
are providing funds for Jenkins’ 
legal defense. 

The original suspension came 
about as a result of some serious 
allegations made against Jenkins. 
As a permanent assistant 
professor at CSUS he falls under 
the Education Code, section 
24306, which states that “A 
permanent or probationary 
academic or nomacademic 


Americans are hungry today, 
dying from starvation and 
malnutrition, the federal 
government is still paying five 
billion dollars a year, mostly to 
rich farms and plantations not to 
grow food.” 

He insisted that we must “‘put 
an end to these wasteful and 
discriminatory farm subsidies 
and use our tax money to 
produce food so that hunger will 
be wiped out in America.” 

He further said that, “in a 
nation as affluent as our nation, 
a nation as wealthy as our nation 
that boasts a trillion dollar 
economy, I say to you my 
friends, that hunger ought to be 
declared illegal!” 

Citing another inequity in our 
system, Dr. Abernathy stated 
that we can no longer permit 
“the FBI to go around snooping 
and spying on innocent people 
We must make the FBI and the 
CIA do its job by getting not 
only the pushers and peddlers 
but the real powers who are 
getting filthy rich off of 
narcotics and dope in this 
country.” 

He said that we must make it 
clear to the FBI that, “we are 
not going to tolerate any longer 
any foolishness, that we want to 
get down to the real business 
Don't come telling us about law 
and order and crime in. the 


streets,” he continued, “unless 


employee may be dismissed, 
demoted, or suspended for the 
following causes: Immoral 
conduct, unprofessional 
conduct, dishonesty, 
incompetence, physical ofr 
mental unfitness for positions 
occupied, failure or refusal to 
perform the normal and 
reasonable duties of the 
position, conviciton of a felony 
Or conviction of any 
misdemeanor involving moral 
turpitude, fraud in securing 
employment, drunkenness on 
duty or addiction to the use of 
narcotics or habit-forming 
drugs.” 

Dr. A. Kowitz, Department 
chairman of Communications 
Studies, was unavailable for 
comment on any recent 
developments in the case. 
Previous contacts with him and 
the Dean of Academic 
Administration, Dr. Floyd 
Mullinix, have produced no 
comment due to the 
confidentiality of the case.

you are prepared to give us some 
law with order and stop crime 
that is being perpetrated upon 
blacks and poor people in these 
United States of America that 
preaches one thing and lives 
another.” 

Noting that less that 5% of the 
people of the nation control 
more than 80% of the wealth, he 
pondered free enterprise. “We 
don’t have a system of free 
enterprise in this country,” he 
concluded, ‘‘we have a 
subsidized socialism for the rich 
and rugged free enterprise for 
the poor.” 

Declaring that “they tell us to 
lift ourselves by our own 
bootstraps,” he asked, “‘How in 
the hell can you lift ourself by 
your own bootstraps when you 
don’t even have a boot, much 
less some straps?” 

Pointing to another problem, 
he said that we have 
‘inadequate, dehumanizing, 
unequal, and irrelevant 
education in our country.”’ The 
solution, Dr. Abernathy believes, 
is ‘modern relevant educational 
opportunity all the way from 
kindergarten to adulthood.” 

Drawing from personal 
experience he said that “every 
time I go to prison, every time 
I'm jailed, | find the jails are 
filled and running over with 
young black men but every time

Job discrimination against 
students exists on this campus. 
Several students applied for a 
part-time permanent position in 
the library during semester break 
and were told that they were 
ineligible for the position 
because they were students 
These students were not even 


given the opportunity to 
complete the required 
interviews. 


Having been one of the 
students who applied for the 
position, I had the opportunity 
to talk to Mr. Martin about this 
employment policy. His reasons 
for not wanting to hire a siudent 
for the position were: (1) a 
student might want to change 
his work hours to fit his class 
schedule; (2) a student might be 
taking time off during midterms 
and finals - the busiest times of 
the semester for the library; (3) 
if a student finals - the busiest 
times of the semester for the 
library; and (3) if a student were 
to be hired for the position, the 
library would make it a Student 
Assistant position and save 
money. (Exploitation!?) 

The job in question had 
definite hours to be worked: 
5-10 p.m. on Mondays through 
Thursdays. These are ideal hours 
for most students and there 
would be no reason to want to 
change work hours. Besides, any 
student who needs to work 
needs to take his job seriously 
and would most likely be willing 
to fit his class schedule around 
his work hours. 

Again, any student who needs 
to work will fit his school work 
around his work schedule and 
weuld not be taking extra time 
off during midterms and finals. | 
know, for I’ve put myself 
through school once already and 
I’ve managed to pay my bills by 
working and maintaining a 
descent grade point average as 
weil.

Abernathy told the audience 
“Eggo waffle company 
(subsidiary of Kellog) did not 
want to improve the conditions 
of those working people. I 
stayed up until 2 o’clock in the 
morning (Tuesday) trying to 
solve this problem because 
before I left Atlanta I wanted to 
straighten out Eggo, because I

“I’m determined to tell this 
message wherever I go, I’m 
determined to say to my 
brothers and sisters, and people 
of good will throughout this 
nation, don’t eat Keilogs and 
don’t eat Eggo waffles until you 
hear from Atlanta, Ga. 

About such incidents in 
general, he said that “we must 
go beyond the fullfilment of this 
right to organize and we must 
create decent, productive, 
meaningful jobs for all workers.” 

As a means of solving this and 
other problems Abernathy 
insists that ‘All white men in 
America must begin to share 
their power for no longer can 
the power in America be 
concentrated in the hands of ail 
white men, that power must be 
shared with blacks, it must be 
shared with women, it must be 
shared with young people, and it 
must be shared with poor 
people.” 

Turning to welfare he said, 
“When I speak of welfare I’m 
not talking about the poor 
people who are on welfare, and 
have no voice in the decision to 
pay millions of dollars in welfare 
to big banks and corporations in 
America. I’m talking about the 
millionaires who are on welfare 
because they pay no taxes 

“I’m talking about a company 
named IT&T, have you ever 
heard of it,” he questioned, 
“Well, I’ve got news for you - 
they’re on welfare. In fact, the 
whole nation is on welfare. Just 
when it comes to blacks we call 
it some dehumanizing name 
‘welfare’ and when it comes to 
the rich we dress it up and we 
call it federal subsidies; but Mr. 
Charley, it’s all welfare!” 

“This is the kind of welfare 
that must be reformed so that 
we can use our tax money to 
stand people on their feet so 
they can get off of welfare, 
eventually.” 

About recent administration 
remarks from Nixon that he

would give a family of four 
$2,400 a year, Abernathy said, 
‘I want to make a humble 
suggestion to the president, in a 
most respectful fashion, that he 
permit his son-in-laws to take a 
leave of absence and that he and 
his two lovely daughters and 
Mrs. Nixon comprising a family 
of four, try to live off of $2,400 
a year.” 

In summing up his feeling on a 
coalition he said, “Brothers and 
sisters, | want you to know right 
now, I don’t care how white you 
are, or how welfared you are, or 
how affluent you are, you will 
never be free here in California 
until your black brothers are 
free down in the swamps of 
Mississippi.” 

Finally he said, “We cannot 
deal with these issues unless we, 
the people, force the politicians 
to clarify their positions on 
these issues and then use their 
political power to get true 


representative government and 
find a solution to these problems 
so that together we can build a 
new America that can serve all 
the people.”
